Farmers Warned — 
Against “Magic” 
Blue-Mold Cures 


The recent appearance of 
widely publicized alleged 
cures for blue mold of to- 
bacco, selling in some cases 
as high as $5 to $6.a pack- 
age and able, the makers 
claim, to cure the disease in 
one treatment, has caused 
some growers to place their 
faith in these ‘‘magic’’ rem- 
edies. 

Federal and State pathol- 
ogists have tested these pro- 
ducts and so far none has 
been found to be effective. 
Therefore, S. B. Fenne, 
plant pathologist, Virginia 
Agricultural Extension Di- 
vision, strongly urges the 
growers not to substitute 
any such “‘magic’’ remedy 
for tested remedies such as 
the copper oxide-oil and 
benzol treatments. 

The blue-mold infection is 
moving northward rapidly 
and promises to be heavier 
than usual.

Destroy The Housefly 


— 


“Upon those o ve r fifty 
years of age who, when 
young, either lived or visit- 
ed in the country, the pes- 
tiferous characteristic of the 
housefly at that time made 
a greater impression than it 
does upon the present gen- 
eration. In those days the 
fly-swatters were rare. In- 
|stead, fly-brushes composed 
of ripbons of paper on the 
end of a stick were in gen- 
eral use. They came into 
evidence at mealtime when 
the matron of the family 
lincessantly sw'shed the 
|brush over the food on the 
table to keep the flies from 
settling upon it. Even so, 
this antagonism to the fly 
was aimed at its annoying 
propensities rather than at 
its disease-spreading abili- 
ty,’’ states Dr. I. C. Rig- 
gin, the Commissioner of 
Health. 

‘It is little wonder that 
in the days of limited 
screening of farm and town 
dwellings, when slight, if 
jany, thought was given to 
environmental sanitation, 
|the fly played a part in the 
|spread of typhoid fever and 
infant diargheal diseases.

State Helps Es- 
tablish 4-H Record 
For Nation 


Virginia, with 21, 242 4 
—H Club members enroll- 
ed in 1938, helped to raise 
the national 4—HClub ey- 
rollment for that year to a 
record—breaking total of 
1, 286,029, according to Dr. 
J. R. Hutcheson, Director 
of the Extension Service of 
the State College of Agri- 
culture. 

Director Hutcheson this 
week ‘received announce- 
ment of the national total 
from Dr. C..W. Warburton 
National Director of Ex- 
tension work. Dr. W ar- 
burton said that last year’s 
record enrollment brings to 
approximately 7, 500, 000 
the total number of young 
people who have received 
4—H training since the 
work became Nation—wide 
in 1914. More than a half 
million boys and girls be- 
came club members for the 
first time last year, 13,000 
of them in Virginia. 

Recent studies indicate 
that more th an 40 percent 
of the rural boys a nd girls 
in this country reaching the 
average for Joining 4—H

relief from the blood-thirs- 
ty chiggers. 

This joy-killer, is also 
known as the red bug or 
harvest mite—the bug 
which has made many a 
picnic a sorrowful memory- 
may be effective'y control- 
led. According to the in- 
formation available, one 
needs solely to provide 
one’s self with a small 
quanity of very fine dust- 
ing sulphur and dust this 
on the parts likely to be 
affected, and relax. 

If these pests have in- 
vaded your lawn or garden 
apply dusting sulphur at 
the rate of one pound per 
1,000 sq. feet, or 50 Ibs. to 
the acre. During the sea- 
ss. trot May to August, 
thrée applications will us- 
ually euffice. The first 
should bé applied as soon 
as the chiggers appear, and 
the others at two week in- 
tervals. If a heavy rain 
occurs after dusting, anoth- 
er application should be 
made as soon as. possible. 
Perhaps this knowledge 
will help make your sum- 
mer more enjoyable.

Recreational Areas 


The Federal Government 
is preparing to turn over 
to Virginia about July 1, @ 
total of 25.000 acres of 
and in four coutties for 
use as recreational areas, 
according tu N, Clarence 
Smith, chairman of the 
State Conservation Com- 
mission. The land, made 
up of parcels of submargi- 
nal farm land and cut over 
timberlan4, was purchased 
by the land utilization di- 
vision of the department 
of agriculture, and will be 
leased to the state for a 
nominal rental for a period 
of 99 years, Smith stated. 
Use of tne land in Cumber- 
land, Buckingham, Appo- 
mattox and Priacs Edward 
counties, he said, would 
mark 2 major addition to 
tbe O'd Dominion’s reerea- 
ional facilities and, when 
developed, as tentatively 
planoed, would previde 
new recreational opportun- 
ities for at least 100,000

Marker To Be Erect-| 


ed For The Famous 
Andrew Taylor Still 


Datlas, Texas, June 283— 
Neariy 2,500 csteopathic 
physicians, surgeons and 
specialists were called to 
order here today in the 
forty-third annual conven- 
tion of the American Os- 
teopathic Association’ with 
a gavel from the birthplace 
in Virginia of the first doc- 
tor of osteopathy. 

The gavel was cut from 
_& wild cherry treeona 
“farm near Jonesvilie, in 
Lee County, on which Dr. 
Andrew Taylor Still, the 
founder of osteopathy, was 
born, and was presented at 
the Convention by Dr, 
Vincent Ober of Norfolk, 
Va, on behalf of the Vir- 
ginia Osteopathic Socie‘y 
of Physicians and Surgeons, 

The gavel was accepted 
on behalf of the osteopath- 
ic profession by Dr. Ar- 
thur E. Allen of Minnea- 
polis, Minn., president of 
the American Osteopathic 
Association. During his 
presentation, Dr. Ober an- 
nounced that the Virginia 
Conservation Commission 
plans to unveil a historical 
marker on the highway 
near Dr. Still’s birthplace 
next August. 

Dr. Andrew Taylor Still 
who announced the prince - 
ples of osteopathy w hile 
practicing medicine at 
Baldwin, Kansas, was born 
op August 6, 1828, about 
three miles west of Jones- 
ville. The son of a doctor- 
minister, the nephew of 
four physicians and later 
the brother of three physi- 
cians, he received the heri- 
tage of pioneer stock from 
the families of both his 
father and his mother. 

Dr. Still’s great grand- 
father on his father’s side 
came from England to 
North Carolina before the 
Revolutionary War. 

Boaz Still, his grand- 
father, was born in North 
Carolina and became a 
wealthy landowner, He 
raised a family of fifteen 
children, five of whom were 
doctors. 

Through his mother, Dr. 
Still was related to many 
of the Sgotch-Irish fami- 
lies famous in Virginia his- 
tory.

Also 
it is designed to prevent 
losses and to give farmers 
greater freedom in market- 
ing their crop.

Stroking dogs 
that have rubbed against 
the plant or handling tools 
that have been used to cut 
the vine aren ot unusual 
methoids of acquiring t he 
poison. However, certain 
b ghly susceptible persons 
seem tosuffer from this 
condition in the flowering 
season of the plant by wa 
of the pollen. Also, the 
infection may be acquired 
by oming in contact with) 
the smoke of burning p oi-| 


son oak, usually resulting| 


the exposed parts. 

“If one touches poison 
ivy the expose i surfaces of 
tbe skin should be washed 
promptly and thoroughly 
with warm water and soap. 
As an added. precaution, 
after the skin has been 
dried a solution of equal 
parts of grain alcohol and 
water m ay be used. A 
tablespoonful of baking 
soda to a pint of hot water 
can be substituted for the 
alcohol solution. But the 
secr t of any of these first- 
aid proventives is their 
immodiate and thorough 
application. 

“Tt follows that those 
who seek recreation io 
wooded places or in rural 
sections should learn to dis 
tinguish the poisonous va- 
riety of ivy and give it 
wide berth or, if contact 
has occured, take prompt 
steps to prevent poisoning. 
Ignorance or carelessness 
under these circumstances 
is likely to exact a heavy 
or at least a most uncom- 
fortable penalty.”

Taylor Still was six years 
old, his father, a preacher 
for tue Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, moved with 
his family from Jonesville 
to eastern Tennessee. Then 
in 1837 the family moved 
to Macon County, Mise 
souri, where the Rev. Dr. 
Still was sent to establish 
the first Methodist Episeo- 
pal church in northern 
Missouri. 

They remained there 
until the church split over 
the slavery question a few 
years before the Civil War. 
The elder Still then joined 
the Iowa Conference of the 
church and wassentas a 
missionary to the Shawnee 
Indians in Kansas, where 
‘be both doctored and 
preached to the savages 
and the few scattered 
whites. 

Andrew Taylor Still, who 
had prepared fora medi- 
cal career by studying 
under his father, joined the 
jlatter and became a prom- 
jinent figure in Kansas as a 
|practicing physician, legis- 
| ator, soldier and one of 
|the founders of Baker Uni- 
|versity at Baldwin. He 
ja ls o became increasingly 
|dissat sfied with the accept- 
ed medical prectice of the 
day, which depended al- 
most entirely upon drugs 
and pills. 

In 1874, after years of 
study and research, Dr, 
Still announced t bh e prin- 
|ciples of osteopathy, which 
as it exists today is the art 
and science of prevention, 
diagnosis and treatment of 
disease and injury, the 
physicians of which major 
in manipulation, and mapy 
also engage in the practice 
of surgery, obstetrics and 
the other specialties, In 
1892 Dr. Still establishea 
t be first college of osteo- 
pathy at Kirksville, Mo., 
where he died in Decem- 
ber, 1917, at the age of 89,

profession is comprised of 
nearly 10,000 physicians, 
surgeons and specialists, 
aod maintains 130 bospi- 
tals, 100 clinics and six 
accredited colleges in the 
United States, as well as 
physicians scattered over 
other parts of the globe.

\Neglecting Tubercu- 
losis Symptoms 





Physicians in tuberet- 
losis clinies report ‘that the 
majority of men and women 
coming-to them for exami- 
nation are already at an ad- 
vanced stage of the disease. 
Disregarding signs that 
log since should have sent 
them toa doctor, they ap- 
peal for help when real help 
is hard and frequently im- 
possible to give. 

At any stage tuberculosis 
is a disease w hich needs 
professional advice and the 
utmost in personal coopera- 
tion. On the other hand, 
if it is recognized early and 
properly treated, it can be 
controlled as readily as lots 
of other chronic ailments. 


Tuberculosis, in common 
with other outstanding kil- 
lers, can be and often is in- 
sidious in in its onslaught. 
But, after all, this is scarce- 


ly a sufficient reason for 


failing to detect it, inasmuch 
asin most cases definite 
warning signs exist. 

The cardinal signs are: 

1. A cough that persists 

2. Loss of weight 

3. Easy tiring 

A combination of any of 
these signals, or the pres- 
ence of any one of them, 
calls for an immediate check 
up by the family doctor. 
Though it is entirely possi- 
ble that one may have these 
manifestations and yet be 
tuberculosis-free, no chance 
should be taken on that as- 
sumption. The postpone- 
ment attitude, under such 
circumstances, not only is 
foolish but even may result 
in an unnecessarily pro- 
longed illness or premature 
death. Prompt action, no 
matter how unimportant the 
symptoms may appear, 
means hope, cure, and life.

Refund Date Voted 
By Congress 


Washington—Extension 
of time to December 3lst, 
1989, in which to fie 
claims for tne refunds paid 
the Government under the 
Agricultural Adjustment 
Actis provided in a bill 
just approved by Congress, 
and now awaiting the Pres- 
ident’s signature. The 
measure was sponsored by 
Representative Colgate W. 
Darden, Democrat, Virgin- 
ia. 

In calling attention to 
Congressional appr val of 
this extension, Rep Dar- 
den warned that this is un- 
doubtedly the last such 
concession possible, and

“Hundreds of youngatefs 
are injured each year in 
the United States by play- 
ing with these caps. Many 
cf them will be compelled 
to go through life blind or 
maimed. Some of them 
will berkilled, They pick 
up the caps near mines, 
quarries, along highways, 
or in fields where agricul- 
tural blasting has been 
done, 

“Blasting caps are small 
copper cylinders used to 
detonate explosives in the 
mines, quarries, construct- 
ion work, in opening up 
ditches, and in blastidg up 
stumps and boulders. , The 
electric caps are similar to 
the others except tbat they 
have wires attached and 
are detonated by an elec- 
tric current from a blasting 
machine,

Discard any with 
green, moldy, or decayed 
portions wash well, remove 
cores, and cut into small 
pieces.

The death rate from heart 
disease in Virginia during 
1938 was 259.8 for each 
100,000 population; the 
rate from cerebral hemmo- 
rage was 108 2 and the oth- 
er rates declined according- 
ly. The rate for tuberculosis 
(all forms) was 74.1. 

However, Misssaid, there 
was an increase of 44 deaths 
from tuberculosis in the 
State during 1938 as com- 
pared with 1937, when 1,- 
787 fatalities due to this 
disease were recorded. 

Miss Foster emphasized 
that the fact that tuberculo- 
sis now ranks seventh in- 
stead of first in the cause of 
death was an encouraging 
sign of the strides being 
made in Virginia for the 
centrol of a preventable dis- 
ease, which still claims a 
heavy toll among people 
from 15 to 45 yerrs of age.

I do not 
think that it is wise to put 
too much confidence in the 
seedling but I find that the 
seedling makes the very 
best of stock for grafting 
the better varieties on. I 
also find that the seedling 
that is undisturbed in the 
system of rooting, will last 
much longer than the aver- 
age tree that is from the 
nursery.

there is more hopes of the 
well fed hog.

I kaow that there is 
some hope for the tree even 
though the tree is aged 
some, if it is properly fed| 
with the fertilizer that is 
well balanced. There is 
surely a great need of all 
the elements that the tree 
requires. Nitrogen is the 
one that we think of most,| 
but there is great need of 
potash and phosphorous. 
Then there is still more 
that is needed. In that 
land is the absence of cop-| 
per.

I find that 
there is nothing that will 
correct the blighted tree

State Radio Net- 
work In Making 


Coordination of Virginia’s 

law enforcement system will 
reach a peak early next year 
with the operation of a mod- 
ern communications system 
by the division of motor ve- 
hicles that will roll up the 
borders of the Old Dominion 
and bring them within yell- 
ing distance. First of the 
radio stations will be oper- 
ated by the beginning of the 
year and the entire system 
of radio and teletype will be 
in use by March |. ‘With- 
in a few minutes after we 
get the signal, we'll be able 
to block every road leading 
out of Virginia,'’ explained 
Major Roy P. Bishoy, Dir- 
ector of State Police and 
Safety. ‘“The system, which 
will open Virginia to indus- 
try and close it to crime; 
not only will offer protection 
against law breakers but 
will enable aid to be given 
in case of major disasters 
such asthe hurricane that 
struck along the coast six 
years ago, and to handle 
more easily traffic at big 
celebrations and maneuv- 
ers.”’ 

Crews now are at work 
no stations at Richmond, 
Culpepper and Appomattox, 
which are expected to cover 
the entire area east of the 
Blue Ridge Mountains, from 
Roanoke to Fredericksburg, 
except for the Norfolk area, 
where a smal] sub-station 
will be established.

This operation was in- 
cluded as part of the surgi- 
cal treatment program in- 
augurated last year by the 
State Health Department 
after a $50,000 appropri- 
ation for the purpose had 
been authorized by the Gen- 
eral Assembly. This appro- 
priation sponsored by 
Mr. William A. Neff, of 
Abingdon, at the request of 
the Virginia Tuberculosis 
Association, Mr. Gary said. 

Before the operation and 
during her convelescence, 
the patient’s needs were 
cared for by the county 
committee Again this 
that committee will 
similar organizations in all 
parts of the Old Dominion 
in the annual appeal for 
funds from the sale of 
Christmas Seals.

Dr. E. C. Harper, direc-

156 thoracoplasties (perma- 
nent collapse of lungs by re- 
moval of ribs) for 103 pati- 
ents; 14 phrenic operations; 
10 pneumolyses (cutting of 
adhesions); and seven bron- 
coscope examinations.

Stirring moments on the 
football field and elsewhere 
have led the Navy to sing 
its inspiring song, ‘‘Anch- 
ors Aweigh,’ while on sim- 
ilar occasions the U. S. Ma- 
rines chant their famous 
hymn ‘‘From the Hall of 
Montezuma to the Shores of 
Tripoli.”” 

Countless sands have 
trickled through the hour 
glass of time since the sea 
soldiers occupied the Halls 
of Montezuma, after bitter 
fighting had preceded their 
entrance into Mexico City 
in September, 1847. 


The Mexicans offered a} 


stubborn but futile defense. 
The Marines, who had been 
brigaded with army units, 
helped to storm and capture 
the Castle of Chapultepec, 
while one group of seven 


Officers and about thirty-six/ 


marines launched a vigerous 
attack of their own. 

Without orders from any- 
one the iittle group, com- 
manded by Captain George 
H. Terrett, assalted a Mexi- 
can battery and took it with- 
out difficulty. Soon after-| 
ward, aided by a battery of 
two light guns, they repell- 
ed an attack by a group of 
Mexican lancers who 
promptly took to flight. 
Terrett lost several men, 
but picked up a few others, 
and forged ahead. 

Next he encountered a 
strong detachment of Mexi- 
cans, holding a strongly 
fortefied position. Terrett 
detached a part of his tiny 
force, turned the enemy’s 
flank and caused them to 
retire. With only about 
twenty of his m@n remain- 
ing, he took up the pursuit, 
losing four more men. 

When about twenty sol- 
diers, under Lieutenant U. 
S Grant, joined the party 
they gained a foothold in 
the city,” but were too few 
in numbers to hold their 
position. Elsewhere, how- 
ever, army and marine un- 
its had fought with equal 
gallantry, and several hours 
later the complete conquest 
of the city was achieved. 

Soon Old Glory floated 
over the Halls of Monte- 
zuma, while the Marines 
patrolled the historic edifice 
as if it were a part of their 
daily routine,

past year by this organiza- 
tion, the Great Atlantic and 
Pacific Tea Company, were 
estimated to have required 
the output of 4,000 acres} 
‘of cotton. 
The A & P report, Mr.) 
Murchison said, pointed out! 
that growing and processing 
this cotton provided a weeks 
work for approximately 14,- 
400 people. The organiza- 
tion reported also that cot- 
ton bags used for feed are 
easier to handle, cleaner 
and have a highe: resale 
value than bags made of 
foreign materials, he said. 

Earlier in 1939, the A & 
P shifted from jute to cot- 
ton bags for the 1,500,000 
barrels of flour consumed 
annually in its bakeries, 
Murchison added. For this 
flour, the organization uses 
more than 2,500,000 large 
bags each year. The labor 
required for producing these 
bags, includimg that of 
raising the cotton, making 
it into cloth and making the 
\cloth into bags, was found 
to provide a week’s work 
for approximately 18,000 
persons, while the yield} 
from about 5,000 acres of 
cotton is required.
